nounced yesterday by the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. 


The childrei will get three suc- 


cessive .'.hots of a vaccine made 
of killud polio virus and triple-test- 
ed for sifety. 


The vaccine was developed 
by 


Dr. Jonas E. Salk of the Univer- 
sity of Pitlsburgh. It will be given 
to second graders in public, pri- 
vate and parochial schools in some 
200 U. S. counties — none officially 
named as yet. 


What happens to these 
young 


sters during next summer's natur 
al exposure to polio will tell wheth 
er Ihe vaccine is a success. 


Success will be assured 'f Ihese 


youngslcrs have less paralytic po-
